It followed by two days another 
special communique telling of the 
killing of 49,700 Germans on the 
Kalinin front, stretching north of 
the Smolensk area toward Lake 
IImen, -from February 8 to 
March. 5.

Senator Bennett Clark, of Missouri, has 
introduced a bill in congress providing for the 
imposition of a unified command for the Army 
and Navy. 

This is a serious move, contrary to all mili- 
tary experience and providing, in effect, a sub- 
command below the already unified high com- 
mand represented in the person of the 
President. 

It would be assumed that a senator intro- 
ducing such legislation would have thoroughly 
‘studied the effects of such a change; that he 
would be a keen student of military affairs; 
that he would have a record in which the 
people of the country could have faith in his 
good judgment and his good intent. 

Let’s look at the record: 

Senator Clark strenuously opposed the forti- 


fication of Guam, even to the extent that he 


went around the country voicing his opposition 
and seeking to convince others of the grave 
danger of what he termed an affront to Japan. 
Senator Clark voted against the first revision 
of the Neutrality Act which permitted cash- 
and-carry sale of arms. 
Senator Clark voted against the first draft 


bill. 
Senator Clark voted “no” on the first lease- 


lend bill. 

Senator Clark voted against the first $7,- 
000,000,000 lease-lend appropriation. 

Senator Clark voted “no” on extension of 
draft service beyond one year, without which 
this country would have been almost helpless 
when the Japanese did attack. , 

Senator Clark voted against the second 
lease-lend bill embodying aid to Russia. 

Senator Clark voted “no” on repeal of the 
Neutrality Act a month before the Japanese 
struck. 

His first affirmative vote for defense meas- 
ures did not come until December 18, 1941, after 
the Japanese struck. This vote was for “dura- 
tion’ draft extension. 

All of which does not make for a very pretty 
record, especially for a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee of the senate, with all of 
that committee’s sources of information. Clark 
also is a member of the committees on finance, 
commerce (which also had access to records 
detailing Germany’s intentions), territories and 
insular affairs, and is chairman of the com- 
mittee on inter-oceanic canals. He also is a 
member of the special committee on conserva- 
tion of wildlife resources. 

Senator Clark also is distinguished for his 
record “plug” which all senators insert in the 
Congressional Directory. His laudatory effusion 
runs 41 lines, more than that of any other 
senator. It contrasts vividly with the 17 lines 
devoted to Vice President Wallace and the four 
lines which tell the story of his fellow-senator 
from Missouri. 

This is the man who now seeks to impose a 
military structure that could only create con- 
fusion in every branch of the armed services. 
A bill which will only maintain confusion as 
long as it is in the congressional hopper. A 
bill which will take valuable time of high of- 
ficers who must appear at hearings and who 
must, to defend the military structure that has 
existed almest from the beginnings of the re- 
public, prepare the evidence that must be 
used against it. 

This is a man who demonstrated his iso- 
lationist idiocities before the war and now 
seeks to perpetrate still others without the 
slightest degree of valid knowledge upon which 
to base his arguments.

Ration Cards 

The petroleum industry has recommended 
a system of card rationing for gasoline in the 
eastern part of the nation, with the object of 
reducing consumption by 25 per cent. This 
curtailment in gasoline use is made necessary, 
it was stated, because of sinkings and war 
diversion of tankers. 

However, stating it might require several 
weeks for the necessary rationing cards to be 
printed, the industry suggests immediate cut of 
25 per cent in gasoline deliveries to filling 
stations and re-establishment of the curfew on 
stations, limiting their operating hours to those 
between 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. 

Petroleum Co-ordinator Ickes, while admit- 
ting the situation is “very acute,” could not say 
to what extent he would follow the industry 
recommendations. 

There is one situation in connection with 
all rationing proposals which seems obviously 
unnecessary. That is the accepted as unavoid- 
able delay for the printing of ration cards. 

It is now some weeks since it was definitely 
stated sugar would be rationed, yet no further 
word of this plan has been forthcoming. The 
explanation for the delay given is that it 
takes time to print the ration books. 

Now, even before the plan is accepted, the 
petroleum men take it for granted there will be 
long delay in getting gasoline ration cards 
printed. 

This is all because government bureaus and 
departments seem to function on the idea that 
the only place where federal printing can be 
done is in the Bureau of Printing at Washing- 
ton.

The Federal Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ing could well follow the example of war indus- 
try generally and ease the burden on its own 
shoulders—and obviate a lot of irritating and 
costly delay—by adopting a system of sub- 
contracts to commercial printing houses all 


over the country.

The Only Wise Course 


Decision by Atlanta’s Municipal Defense 
Council to purchase 250 electrically operated 
sirens to be used exclusively as air raid warning 
signals was the only wise and proper course 
open. That is, if this city is to have an efficient 
system for defense against possible enemy air 
raids. If we do not have these adequate warn- 
ing sirens, most of our effort to create effective 
civilian defense organization is wasted. No 
machinery for defense in case of raids can be 
put into operation of the personnel of the 
organization and the entire public cannot hear, 
and instantly recognize, the warning sound. 

The defense council, at the same time, de- 
creed that sirens are not to be used for any 
purpose, in the future, save as air raid warning. 
The finance committee of council will be asked 
for funds to buy exhaust whistles to replace 
sirens now used for fire, police, ambulance and 
other city operated equipment. | 

With the decision to buy this signal system, 
which will cost approximately $10,000 for the 
city, the local defense organization moves into 
truly worth-while and effective development. 
Teaching of wardens, auxiliary police and fire- 
men and other types of volunteer workers is 
well started and there is good ground to believe, 
now, that in due time the civilian defense 
organization for Atlanta will be as nearly 
perfect as can be expected under local condi-

ONE WORD MORE

MR. MOE BERG Maybe you saw the story a few days ago 
about Moe Berg. He broadcast to Japan from 
Washington, in Japanese, of course. 

He told the Japanese Americans were the friends of the Japa- 

nese people and urged them to disavow their war lords and seek 
peace with the United States before the war 
wrecked them and defeat came from the sol- 
diers and sailors of this country. The broad- 
cast was beamed in to blanket all Japan and 
Japanese territory. 
And who is Moe Berg, did you ask? 

Well, I'll tell you. 

He was, until a few months ago, a bullpen 
baseball catcher. Before that he was a base- 
ball catcher. He was with the Boston Red Sox 
until he joined, at the urgent request of the 
bureau, Mr. Nelson Rockefeller’s Bureau of In- 
ternational Relations, It's a right important 
bureau, 

| don't know how well Moe Berg talks Japa- 
nese, but he talked for 15 minutes in Japanese 
and the experts who heard him said it was 
right on the linguistic nose. 

I never knew him too well. But always in 
the spring, when he came through with his 

club, IT had a talk or so with Moe Berg and dinner now 
and then. I saw him during the season on occasion in some of the 
New York games. He was, and is, a big, amiable, awkward sort 
of guy, with a mind which was filled with practical jokes, brillance 
and a lot of knowledge. 

The baseball writers would tell some magnificent stories about 
Moe Berg. He talked French, Spanish, German, Japanese and a 
few other languages. He had a gift for them and he had majored 
at Princeton in philology. : 

He was always upsetting some Spanish eating place in Florida 
by a sudden harangue. He exposed no end of “foreign” wrestlers. 
He once disturbed a touring Japanese billiard player by talking to 
him in Japanese during a game,

FRENCH HORSES The other day a friend in Boston mailed 

me a copy of Bill Cunningham’s column 
which followed Moe Berg’s broadcast. Mr. Cunningham, who is 
doing some of the finest writing being done in America, had done 
a column on Berg and the broadcast. He recalled a former inter- 
view with the bullpen catcher. 

“Well, you see,” said Berg, “we philologists are interested in a 
great many things. My original interest was in discovering where 
the irregular spellings and endings crept into the various languages. 
For instance, the farther Caesar’s legions trekked from Rome, the 
more the pure Latin became diluted with the words and idioms of 
the people they were trying to subjugate. In one sense, it’s a break- 
down, but true philologists consider it an evolution. 

“For example, the Latin word for twenty is, as you know, 
‘viginti.” The modern French word for the same thing is ‘vingt.’ 
To a philologist it’s instantly apparent that the ‘g’ in vingt is in the 
wrong place. ‘Tracing backwards, we discover that before the 
Renaissance, ‘viginti’ had been corrupted, or had developed into 
‘vint, so far as the French were concerned. 

“Scholars of the Renaissance, comparing the two, decided the 
word was being misspelled, and undertook to place the ‘g’ back in 
it. They simply got it in the wrong place, that’s all. 

‘“‘And now you take the Latin word for horse. It’s ‘caballus.’ 
It's represented in various languages by various wofds—cavalier, 
caballero, cavalry, and so forth, In French, it became ‘cheval.’ Now 
the normal plural in almost any language is obtained by adding s 
or es. Furthermore, the letters ‘i’ and ‘u’ are so interconnected in 
vocalic expression that they are almost interchangeable. Hence, in 
the spoken word, the plural of cheval becomes automatically some- 
thing such as ‘chevaus.’ 

“It was so spoken in French before printing presses were in- 
vented. Manuscript writers used symbols of a sort here and there. 
They fell into the habit of using a peculiar looking one at the end 
of the word ‘chevaus.’ It had an upward flourish to it that made 
it look not unlike the letter ‘x.’ So when printing came along, the 
printers, looking for something to duplicate that symbol, simply 
selected the letter x, and that’s how and why the plural of the 
French word cheval is chevaux. .. .” 

Berg could go on in this fashion more or less indefinitely. 


JAPANESE STORY = There is another story told of how Berg, 

before going with a baseball team on a 
winter tour in Japan, studied the language, breaking it down to 
some sort of key system which makes languages easy for philolo- 
gists, and practiced on the Japanese sailors en route. 

In Japan he was able to write, with his own fountain pen, Japa- 
nese characters good enough for a geisha, who spoke pidgin Eng- 
lish, to walk up to Lefty O’Doul, the outfielder, and read off the 
menu card: 

“I teenk Frank O’Doul iss ze ugliest man I have ever see. He iss 
lousy. One day a fly baseball will heet heem in head and keel him.” 

This, according to the philologists, was great stuff. He had to 
put into Japanese phonetics something which came out as English, 
even though it didn’t make sense to the Japanese girl. 

Anyhow, that is something about Mr. Moe Berg who broadcast 
to Japan and told them what he thought. Maybe he will do it again 
soon. And if they want him to do it, this ball player can talk to 
the Spaniards, the Russians or the French. Just name it. 


Another Letter From a Bald- 


Headed Dad to His Red-

My Dear Louise: 

When I was a boy of thirteen or thereabouts, my brother and I 
worked in father’s print shop after school and on Saturdays. 

In those days the linotype was a luxury and small-town weekly 
papers were set by hand. 

Typesetting is a simple job, easily learned, but it requires long 
practice to compose accurately and swiftly. The easiest copy to set 
without error is reprint—that is, clippings from other papers—and 
since I was the youngest member of the force, this was the kind of 
copy I usually got. My regular Saturday job was to set and correct 
a galley, column to you. After that I was free to play. 

One beautiful Saturday morning in the spring, when the birds 
were singing and the air was perfumed by lilacs and every normal. 
kid yearned to be out-of-doors, father placed before me a yard-long 
clipping from the editorial page of the New York World. I have 
hated long editorials ever since. 

I looked at the awful thing and moaned:

If the bill is approved by con- 
gress, privates would get $42 a 
month their first year, and upon 
promotion to first class privates 
would get $48. 

Corporals would be boosted from 
$64 to $66: sergeants from $70 to 
$78: staff sergeants from $82 to 
$96: technical sergeants, $94 to 
$114: and master sergeants, $136 
to $138. 

The only increases in base pay 
for commissioned officers would 
raise ensigns and second lieuten- 
ants from $1,500 to $1,800 a year. 

Subsistence allowances for all 
commissioned officers would be 
increased according to rank. 

Senator Johnson, Democrat,

“Who’s Who” says Rick was born 
in 1890 so he was 27 when he 
went to war and is 52 now and 
in pretty good physical shape con- 
sidering his narrow escape from 
death in an air liner crash last 
year. 

He went to France as a mem- 
ber of Pershing’s motor car staff 
with the first contingent of troops 
in 1917 and drove the general for 
a time. Then at his own request 
he transferred to the air corps 
and trained for some months at 
Issoudon field. He became com- 
mander of the famous 94th pur- 
suit squadron, which was the first 
American unit to participate ac- 


tively on the western front. 


This is the group that had Uncle 
Sam’s hat in the ring as its symbol 
and it was credited with downing 
69 German planes, the greatest 
number of victories of any Ameri- 
can unit. Later Rick was the first 
commanding officer to lead his 
own squadron into Coblenz with 
the Army of Occupation. He won 
all kinds of medals, including the 


Congressional Medal of Honor. 


He had his own automobile 


company after the war making the 
‘Rickenbacker car but when that 
venture did not go he joined out 


with 


other auto companies until 
he finally returned to aviation, 
this time commercially. He is now
